The. General Synod of the Ch of 
Ireland will meet to-day in the h of 
the Church's -greatest during her 
half-century of disestablishment. None 
of the former Home Rule Bills threatened 
the Church's cqrporate existence. The en- 
forcement of the Bill which is now hurry- 
ing: towards ‘the Statute Book will drive 
a wedge into her vitals and may bring 
her career as a national Church to an 
ingloridus end. It proposes to divide Ire- 
land into. two States, which will be 
separated from each other—such is the 
declared intention of the Northern 
Unionists—by an unscalable and. im- 
penetrable ‘barrier. That parrier will 
bisect the Archdiocese of Armagh, and 
will cut off the Churchmen of six Irish 
counties from those of the other twenty- 
six counties. The two States—if the 
Southern State is constituted at all— 
will have different laws, different social 
and economic interests, and different 
systems of education. If the Primacy of 
the Church is retained at Armagh, the 
Primate will conte into the Southern State 
as into a foreign -country. - 
Churchmen may. cease to be members of 
a national organisation, 4nd may become 
a self-centred minority «among a majority 
of other faiths. Already: the Diocese of 
Down and Connor. is differentiated in 
many ways from the other dioceses, For 
that» very reason the bishops have en- 


couraged the closest association © of] 
spiritual interests between North and 
South. The present Archbishop of Dublin 


desires, to make Belfast a training ground | 
for the ministry of the whole Church. 
Under partition that policy will be im- 
possible. It is quite conceivable, indeed, 
that a segregated Belfast may build up 
a new Church organisation which . will 
have” only a name—if even that—in 
common with the rest of the Church. body. 
The Church of Ireland cannot become, 
without an almost intolerable straining 
of her whole constitution and machinery, 
the Church of two Lrelands between which 
Parliament has fixed an unbridged abyss. 
This danger the founders of the Church 
never contemplated—for: it. was, and 18, 
unnatural—and now she is taken .defence- 
less and unaware, | 

Under .partition the isolated fragment of 
the Church in the Northern State cahnot 
fail, in course of time, to lose something 
of ifs national consciousness and “to” be 
assimilated gradually with its spiritual 
and intellectual surroundings, The process 
may bring gain as well: as loss, but few 
gains can compensate a Church for the 
joss Of catholicity. ” What will happen to 
the Church’s main body outside’ the area 
of the six Northern counties? Here we 
are on perfectly firm ground. The Nation- 
alist majority in the South may do one 
of two things. It may refuse scornfally 
to constitute the Southern State, in» which 


event, as Mr. Bonar Law has told us, 
Southern Ireland will ‘continue to be 
governed as it is being governed now. 
On the other hand, the Nationalist 
majority may take possession of the 
Southern Executive with the object of 


turning it into an independent Republic. 
To the Protestant minority the alter- 
hatives offer identical results. The con- 
ditions in which they would live would be- 
come even worse than those of to-day. In 
either event Southern Ireland must con- 
tinue to be governed by the law. of the 
sword. The country will be devastated 
by an unending conflict between the 
forces of the Crown and the forces of 
lawlessness. Political passion will be 
raised to white heat by the final destruc- 
tion of the ideal of a united Ireland. 
In this maelstrom the Protestant minority 
will be helpless. We have no fear of 
| religious persecution, for the new re- 
publicanism, with al! its folly and fury, 
is not a sectarian movement. On the 
contrary,’ we can foresee developments 
which would bring the bishops. of rival 
Churches together in a community of mis- 
fortune. Nevertheless, the minority will 
suffer, as all minorities suffer where life 
and property are insecure and loyalty to 
constituted authority is held a crime. The 
sanctions of religion will decline in com- 
pany with the sanctions of law and order. 
The membership of the Church of Ireland 
will dwindle; she will be impoverished 
financially; theré will be few, if any, 
eandidates for her Orders. This is not a 
fanciful pieture. Partition must bring 
anarchy to the South and West of Ireland, 
and the fruits of anarchy are the same 
in all countries. 

Whatever may happen, there. is one 
thing that the Church cannot do: she 
cannot run away. We have read pro- 
posals for the beleaguerment of Sinn Fein 
Ireland which involve an Assyrian dé“ 
portation of all Southern loyalists. Such 
talk is sheer nonsense. In the first place, 
Southern loyalists cannot run away from 
their farms and businesses. In the next 
place, they love their country and will 
not leave it until their Nationalist fellow- 
countrymen tell them to go—and that is 
a word which no Irish Nationalist, how- 
ever his actions may tend to make 4dre- 
land uninhabitable, will ever say: Least 
of all will the Church of Ireland/ wish or 
dare to abandon her God-appointed task. 
She must stay at her post so long as Ire- 
land remains on the map of Europe. This, 
then, is the situation, in whith the 
Church's Parliament meets for the con- 
sideration of her present needs ‘and future 
welfare, What will the General Synod 


“IY gay about the Church's duty at this 


perilous time? What lead will it give to 
the Church’s sons and daughters, what 
warning to the fumbling hands at the 
helm of the ship of State? In former 
crises; when. the danger was far less 
urgent than it is to-day, the Synod spoke 
with no uncertain voice. We know, of 
course, that, as politicians, Northern and 
Southern Churchmen hold different views 
about the Home Rule Bill; but the 
General Synod is not a political assembly.
